ALL Europe is by this time aware that the event so anxiously an- 
Ucipated occurred on Monday last, when an addition was made 
to the Royal Family of England. The pealing of bells and the 
fiery voices of cannon proclaimed the news, but these loud signs 
of gladness were not the most powerful manifestations of joy which 
the occasion produced. Not a loyal heart in the whole empire

The Archbishop of Canter- 
bury was desired to prepare a Form of Thanksgiving for the 
Queen’s safe delivery of a Princess, to be used in the churches 
and chapels throughout England and Wales, and in Scotland. 

During the afternoon the nobility and gentry called at Buck- 
ingham Palace, and entered their names in the visiting book of 
his Royal Highness Prince Albert. The official bulletins were 
exhibited daily, and one after another proclaimed her Majesty’s 
rapid progress towards convalescence, without the occurrence of 
one unfavourable symptom. 

The usual complimentary calls were made at the palace ; the 
representatives of foreign powers and our own nobility vieing 
with each other who should be most zealous in their visits of en- 
quiry and congratulation ; whilst the Archbishop of Canterbury 
issued the form of prayer and thanksgiving in obedience to the 
commands of the privy council. His Grace orders it to be used 
“at morning and evening service, after general thanksgiving, in 
all churches and chapels, upon Sunday, the 31st day of May in- 
stant (to-morrow), or the Sunday after the respective ministers of 
such churches and chapels shall reeeive the same : — 


In the room with her Majesty were Prince Albert, Dr. Locock, 
and Mrs, Lilly, the monthly nurse; and in the rooms adjoining 
were the other medical attendants, Sir James Clark and Dr Fer- 
guson, and also the Duchess of Kent, the Lady in Waiting on the 
Queen, and the ministers and officers of state summoned on the 
occasion. The privy councillors present were the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, the Bishop of London, the Lord Chancellor, the 
Duke of Buccleuch, the Earl of Haddington, the Duke of Wel- 
lington, Sir R. Peel, Sir J. Graham, Mr. Gladstone, the Earl of 
Liverpool, the Earl Delawarr, and the Earl of Jersey. 

Summonses were immediately issued for a privy council, to be 
held at four o'clock, at the council-office, Whitehall.

THE INFANT PRINCESS INTRODUCED TO TILE CABINET MINISTERS AT BUCKINGHAM PALACE, MAY 25. 1846. 


“QO merciful Lord and Heavenly Father, by whose graciou 
gift mankind is increased, we most humbly offer unto thee our 
hearty thanks for thy great goodness, vouchsafed to thy people in 
delivering thy servant, our Sovereign Lady the Queen, from the 
perils of childbirth, and giving her the blessing of a daughter. 
Continue, we beseech thee, thy fatherly care over her; support 
and comfort her in the hours of weakness, and day by day renew 
her strength. Preserve the infant Princess from whatever is 
hurtful either to body or to soul, and adorn her as she advances in 
years with every christian virtue. 

“ Regard with thine especial favour our Queen and her Royal 
Consort, that they may long live together in the enjoyment of all 
earthly happiness, and may finally be made partakers of ever- 
lasting glory. And grant that every gift of thy goodness to us, 
thy people, may increase in us the sense of thy manifold mercies, 
and that we may show forth our thankfulness unto thee by dutiful 
affection to our Sovereign, by brotherly love one to another, and 
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by constant obedience to all thy commandments ; so that passing 

through this life in thy faith and fear, we may in the life to come 
2 received into thy heavenly kingdom, through the merits and 

mediation of thy blessed Son, Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen.” 

The Chief Rabbi of the members of the Jewish persuasion in

— The Earl of Ripon, in moving the second reading of the 
he had always been of opinion that a corn law of any kind was 
a subordinate position in the Government, he 
had received a communication from the Earl of Liverpool, requiring him to 
move the second reading of the corn law of that day. It was with the greatest 
reluctance he ultimately assented to do this. He had never believed a corn law 
to be justified on the ground of the high rental of land, or of the charges upon 
that land. He did not think sucha law justified by mortgages or marriage 
settlemeuts, and he believed such arguments in support of a corn law were now 
altogether exploded. Neither could he advocate a corn law upon the ground of 
its being part of a general system of protection to native industry, and he had 
no other ground upon which to justify it than the apprehension, which he really 
entertained, that this country might, without some such measure, become more 
dependent than she ought to be on foreigu countries for her supply of the neces- 
saries of life. There could, however, be no question but that this country had 
now outgrown the necessity for such a law, as was obvious from the fact that the 
investment of capital in agriculture was as great and as vigorous as it had ever 
been. ‘I'he Duke of RicaMonp quoted the former opinions of the Earl of Ripon, 
contrasting them with those which he now avowed, and argued that all this great 
change in the principles which hitherto had governed the legislation ol the 
country was embarked in solely with the view of conciliating a section of the 

lanchester cotton spinners. If the vote were to be taken by ballot, he believed 
a majority of their Lordships would be found opposed to it ; but Noble Lords had 
a disinclination to oppose the Government, being, in fact, determined to vote 
with the party with whom they had been so long identified. The truth was, 
however, that Sir Robert Peel had abandoned his party, and he had no more 
chance of recovering the confidence of that party than he had of occupying the 
throne itself. He was of opinion that the success of this measure would shake 
the foundation of the Throne, and undermine the most valued institutions of 
the country. Earl FrrzwıLLIaM supported the Bill, on the ground that it was a 
matter of paramount interest that the corn law question should be brought toa 
settlement, though he could not exonerate the Government from severe blame 
for the time and manner in which the Bill was introduced. The Duke of CLEVE- 
LAND contended that the Government were yielding most unworthily to public 
clamour, the result of which would be sufficiently visible before many years had 
passed away, in the utter destruction of other more important interests than the 
corn laws. ` The Marquis of LonponperryY supported the proposition of a Go- 
yernment, whose administration, both foreign and domestic, had been singularly 
beneficial to the country, and who now only acquiesced in the repeal of the corn 
laws from a strong conviction that it was indispensably necessary. 

Lorp STANLEY contended that the principle of protection to native industry 
had been not only recognised by our former legislatures, but had been sanc- 
tioned by such statesmen as Chatham, Pitt, Huskisson, Liverpool, Canning, and 
Grey ; and it was also in consonance with the policy of foreign governments, 
which protected their native agricultural industry against that of the foreigner 
by special enactments. He believed the Government were misled = he believed 
they had mistaken the brawling torrent of agitation for the small still current of 

ublic opinion. The Anti-Corn-Law League had obtained a victory over the 
Ministers of the Crown, and the Ministers of the Crown had obtained a victory 
overt ag own political supporters, and he might aiso say over the independence 
of Parliament itself. ‘The Noble Lord adverted at some length to the misunder- 
standings al the Cabinet during the course of last autumn, and said that, 
although disbelieving in the existence of a famine, he was ready nevertheless to 
agreetoa temporary suspension of the duties on the importation of foreign corn, 
provided ıt were merely temporary. Those cuties had answered the purpose 
jor which they were imposed ; they had kept prices at the same time reasonable 
and steady, and the returns of our manufactures exported proved beyond all 
question that this protection to the agricultural interest was not injurious to the 
manufacturing ana commercial prosperity ofthe country. The Notle Lord then 
entered into varius details, in order to show that the foreign markets for our 
manutactures were comparatively unimportant to our domestic consumption, 
and that the latter would be annihilated by the present measure, while any in- 
crease in the furmer would be no equivalent whatever. It was true that tor a 
time the Bill before the House might stimulate the producticn of manufactures ; 
but a re-action would inevitably follow, and then our nome market destroyed, 
and our foreign one failing Us, what was to become ot the industrious classes of 
the community? Ifthe result were to be thus prejudicial to the interests of 
England, what must it be ta the agriculturists of Ireland. VTothem it must be 
ulterly destructive, and pot much less soto the inhabitants of our colonies, whose 
whole eyeten was baszd upon the principle of reciprocity, which must be most 


hoped the House would support the views of the committee. — Mr. PAKINGTON 
concurred in the motion, as he thought further investigation would put an end to 
such disgraceful scenes. Mr. T. DUNCOMBE felt that the publication of evidence, 
such as had been laid before that committee, might be attended with great injury 
and injustice to individuals. One witness had been examined before that com- 
mittee, who charged several of the others with perjury. Now, if the newspapers 
were to publish that, those who were affected by it could have a remedy, but 
when the House published the same evidence they had no remedy. The cases of 
1836 and 1837, which had been quot’ d, appeared to him to bear no analogy to the 
present instance. — Lord CouRTENAY felt that he must take the opinion of the 
House on the subject. Strangers were accordingly ordered to withdraw, and the 
House divided, when there appeared — ; 


mischievously interfered with by the adoption of the principles of free trade. 
He begged of their Lordships not to sacrifice our home and colonial markets for 
advantages which, at the very best, were doubtful, and hoped they would re- 
member that it was the same House of Commons which, a year ago, had rejected 
the repeal of the corn laws, that now called upon them by a majority of ninety- 
eight to agree to the present measure. Such sudden conversions could scarcely 
command respect ; and it was also recollected that concession was not the mode 
of puiting an end to organised agitation. He appealed to their Lordships not to 
become the mere registrars of the edicts of a minister, but to save the country 
from a most dangerous course of legislation.—Lord BrouGHAM argued at great 
length in reply to the speech of Lord Stanley. At the conclusion of the Noble 
Lord's speech the debate was adjourned until next day.

SUGAR DUTIES. — Lord J. RusseLL gave notice that in the committee on the 
sugar duties he should move that the duty on foreign sugar be reduced to the 
same amount as that imposed on foreign free labour sugar; and that in the event 
of such motion being successful, he should move the abolition of all differential 
duties with regard to foreign sugars. 

IRELAND. — In answer to a question from Mr. S. CRAWFORD, Sir R. PREL said 
that tbe Noble Lord, the Chief Secretary for Ireland, would, on an early day 
after the Whitsuntide recess, introduce at least three measures growing out of 
the recommendation of the Landlord and Tenant Commission — l. A Bill for 
compensating teuants for improvements ; 2. A bill to amend the law ef ejectmen 
and distress; 3. A Bill presenting a stated form of lease, and for reducing the 
stamp duties thereon. 

A ino.ion for an address of congratulation to her Majesty on the birth ofa 
princess was then carried unanimously. Sir R. Peel moved, and Lord J. Russell 
seconded it. 

Mr. Saw then moved “ That Mr. Smith O’Brien be discharged from custody 
on payment of the usual fees.” The committee on which the Honourable Gen- 
tleman had refused to serve had finished its labours, and he thought that suf- 
fic'ent punishment had been inflicted by the House.—Mr. HENLEY, tne chairman 
of the committee, stated, amidst loud laughter, that no public meonvenience had 
resulted from the absence of the Honourable Member. — The motion was šup- 
ported by Mr. BUTLER and Sir R. PEEL, and was carried. 

After a short preliminary discussion, the House went into committee of sup- 
ply. Tbe miscellaneous estimates were taken, and severel votes were agreed to. 


FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 

France. A splendid review of troops of the regular army by the 
King took place in the Champ de Mars, Paris, on Monday last, in 
compliment to Ibrahim Pasha, The infantry on the ground were 
said to amount to 25,000 men; the cavalry to 10,000 (there were 55 
squadrons ;, with 40 pieces of cannon. “ The whole,” says a privaie 
letter, '* formed one of the most imposing military spectacies of 
modern times.” 

“ You have ‘leeway” to bring up in respect of Ibrabim Pasha,” 
continues our correspondent, “af you wish to impress the Egyptian 
prince with commensurate ideas of your power. Your mode of doing 
it will perhaps differ from that which obtains here, but the effect may 
not be less striking. ‘Ine Bois de Vincennes and the Champ de 
Mars offered to his view the flower of the truly magnificent army of 
France. You will probably carry him down to Portsmouth and Piy- 
mouth, and parade for him your own magnificent fleet. 

“The solicitude with which Ibrahim Pasha has been feted and 
entertained in Paris cannot fail to strike you. 1t is ascribed to remote 
views of France in the Kast; but as they are admitted to be remote, 
I shall be excused from more particular reterence to them.” 

Arraits oF GERMANY. —- It has been decided by che three pro- 
tecting powers that Austria alone is to maintain a garrison at 
Cracow; but on the representation of the provisional government 
the Austrian cabinet, taking into consideraiion the embarrassed 
state of Cracow, has consented to pay for the expenses of the troops. 
As regards the political constitution of Cracow, the government is 
to consist of a directory with three presidents, Letters from Berlin 
of the 14th inst. state that the deputation from Cracow had an in- 
terview with Baron de Kanitz, the minister of foreign affairs, and 
that they were told to address themselves to the commissaries of the 
three powers at Vienna.—The “ Deutsche Aligemeine Zeitung ” of 
the 19th inst. states that the three peasants who arrested Pantaleon 
Potocki near Isedlee, and who received money and medals as a re- 
ward, were found hung on the branches of a tree in the forest with 
their medals on their breasts. 

ConstantinorLE, May 7. = The much talked-of voyage of the 
sultan to the provinces has at last begun, but not in a manner the 
most auspicious. On Friday the Ist, having performed his devotions 
in a neighbouring mosque, the sultan lett his palace of Tcherugan 
(the illuminated ), and proceeded to a villa of Khosrof Pasha, where 
he took leave of his ministers and the high oflicers of state. He was 
then rowed to the Neiri Cheoket, a line-of-battle ship moored in the 
roadstead of Buzakderé,'and set on board. At nightfall they weighed 
anchor, and were towed by two steamers towards the black Sea, 
where on the following day they encountered so severe a teinpest, 
that after striving to reach various ports the Neiri Cheoket put 
about and returned to Constantinople on the night of the 2d inst. 
Meantime the capitan pasha continued his voyage to Varna in one 
of the steamers to explain the cause of the,sultan’s non-appearance, 
after preparations on the grandest scale had been made to receive 
him. A note was made public on the 3d of May at Constantinople, 
announcing the sultan’s return, and intimating that the journey 
would be performed by land. 

KEcyrr. — Letters from Alexandria of the 9th instant announce 
the arrival of the viceroy at Cairo, On the same day he announced 
that Zamaladin Bey had been sent by the sultan to invite him to 
Constantinople. Mehemet Ali has given orders for a ‘Turkish dress 
for the occasion. It is said that the consuls of the different powers 
have demanded of their respective governments if they are to accom- 
pany the viceroy on his visit. ‘The passage of the desert, which is 
not less than thirty leagues, is done now in twelve hours by the 
transit company. The transport of letters, passengers, and mer- 
chandise is established on a large scale ; vast and commodious hotels 
are being erected all along the line. From Cairo to Alexandria the 
distance is done in nine hours by the company’s steamers; from 
Suez to Alexandria thirty-one hours. 

Banxaurrcy IN Carna, — In a letter from one of the members of 
the French mission to China, we find the following curious statement 
of the severity of the law in the celestial empire. “ During an ex- 
cursion to I'chang-T'che’ou, a flourishing town which carries on an 
active commerce with the Philippine Islands, on entering the public 
square we perceived a large crowd, from the midst of which pro- 
ceeded the most piercing cries. On questioning our guide, he in- 
formed us that a Chinese merchant had become bankrupt, a thing 
that seldom happens; but, what was still more rare in China, he had 
been guilty of forgery. ‘This is the second case since 1820, the date 
of the accession to the throne of the present sovereign. This mer- 
chant was condemned by the criminal court, after having been proved 
guilty, to have his two hands cut off by the wrists, and the sentence 
was at that moment being carried into execution on the prinçipal 
square of T’chang-T'che’ou; we were told that all the creditors of the 
unfortunate man were present at the execution of the sentence.” 


HOUSE OF LORDS.— Tugspay, May 26. 


The adjourned debate on the second reading of the Corn Bill was resumed by 
the Earl of WILTON, who expressed his dvep feelings of regret at being com- 
pelled by a sense of duty to vete, not only against that Government which he 
had hitherto supported, but also against the noble and illustrious Duke ( Welling- 
tou), with whom he differed now for the first, and he s.ncerely hoped for the las:, 
time of his life. The operation of the Bill of 1842 was, in his opinion, all that 
could be desired from a corn law; and he could not understand why the Govern- 
ment sheu!d call upon them to alter a system under which the country had en- 
joyed unexampled prosperity. — The Duke of CAMBRIDGE said he was most 
‘anxious at all times to support the Government; and he was in hopes that Sir 
R. Peel, for whom he entertained the highest respect, would have been able to 
prove the beneficial consequences likely to flow from this measure, In th's the 
Right Honourable Baronet had not succeeded ; and, however painfulit might be 
to him to differ from the Noble Duke and the Government, he must, in justice 
to his own character, declare that he could not vote for the Bill upou the table. 
— Lord GRENVILLE supported the Bill as a means of putting an end to a twofold 
agitation, which was separating into two hostile classes interests which ought to 
be indissolubly united. — The Marquis of NoRMANBY thought the beneficial ad- 
vantages likely to flow from this measure had been greatly exaggerated, but he 
was, notwithstanding, of opinion that the balance of advantages was in its favour, 
and he should therefore support it.— The Earl of CARDIGAN denounced the 
change in the policy of Government, in which he could no longer place confidence, 
and he would oppose the Bill.— The Earl of WINCHILSEA was equaily strenuous 
in opposing a measure which he believed was alike opposed to the feelings as to 
the interests of the tenantry of England.—The Earl ot CLARENDON strongly ad- 
vocated the principles of free trade, ridiculing the apprehensions entertained by 
some parties, that the British farmer would be ruived if this Bill passed by an 
overwhelming importation of foreign grain. In his opinion, the adoption of the 
principles of free trade would extend our commerce, and, by preserving peace, 
promote the welfare of all classes of the community.—The Karl of CAERNARNON 
was free to admit that the principles of free trade in the abstract might be true, 
but yet contended that they were wholly inapplicable to a country like this. 
Great as, he contended, was the mischief produced by the Currency Bill of 1819, 
it was not comparable to that which would be produced by the present Bill 
amongst the small occupiers of the soil. It was a measure which would lead at 
one period to gluts and low prices, and at another to prices unnaturally high, 
which would be alike injurious to manufacturing and agricultural industry. The 
Noble Lord further contended that Sir R. Peel had no right to change his policy 
without giving an opportunity to the constituency of the country of saying whe- 
ther their feelings coincided with the change which had obviously taken place in 
the sentiments of the Government. = The Earl of MALMESBURY referred to the 
Hebrides, as an illustration of what might be expected from the adoption of the 
principles of free trade. The manufacture of kelp had been destroyed by the 
reduction of the duty on barilla, thus illustrating on a smal scale what was to be 
anticipated if the princip‘es of free trade were to be adopted without restraint.— 
The Karl of HADDINGTON vindicated his change of opinion with respect to the 
repeal of the corn laws—a change in which personal interest could have no 
share, for the greater portion of his rentals were governed by the price of corn. 
He repudiated the idea that the Government was called upon to appeal to the 
people before adopting the principles of free trade in corn. A great emergency 
had arisen, and the Ministry had no other course open than that which they had 
adopted. They had been taunted with not having appealed to the country; but 
he firmly believed, were this Bill to be thrown out, and were a general election 
to take place, the result would be the return of an overwhelming majority iu 
favour of the principles of free trade. The Noble Earl then passed a high eulo- 
gium on the integrity and sagacity of Sir R. Peel, and expressed his belief that, 
by the success of the measure before the House, the Right Hon. Baronet would 
prove himself to be a real benefactor to his country. For his own part, he would 
say that he never gave a vote in bis life with less hesitation or with greater satis- 
faction than that which he should give in favour of the Bill upon the table. — 
The Earl of Harpwick regretted to be obliged to oppose those whom he had 
long followed and supported, although in his severance from them he had no in- 
tention of imputing to them anything inconsistent with the conduct of worthy 
and honourable men. — The Earl of WickLow moved the adjournment of the 
debate until Thursday next. — Lord BrouGHAM moved that the adjournment 
should be until next day, unless there should be an understanding that the debate 
should terminate on Thursday. Earl Grey thought, as the question was 60 im- 
portant, they should not prefer their amusement to public business. They ought 
therefore to sit on Wednesday, although it was not usual to do so. In the case 
of the Maynooth Bill last year, they had sat on the Wednesday. — After some 
discussion, in which the Marquis of CLANRICARDE, the Duke of WELLINGTON, 
Lord ASHBUKTON, and other Noble Lords took part, the debate was adjourned 
until Thursday, with an understanding that it should then be concluded ; or if 
not, that the House should sit on Friday rather than throw the question over the 
recess.

Corn Laws. = The Earl of Datnousiz presented a petition numerously 
signed by the merchants, bankers, and traders of the city of London. The pe- 
titioners prayed that their Lordships would pass the measure which her Majesty’s 
Government had introduced before the House. The petition was signed by 
twenty-four of the directors of the Bank of Engiand, by nineteen of the bankers 
of London. and by two hundred and seventeen of the merchants and traders of 
the city. He was sure that, whether as regarded the intelligence of the persons 
signing the petition, or the material interestgwhich they had in the measure 
which was then before their Lordships, their Lordships would give that petition 
the consideration it deserved. He would not enlarge on the influence which 
ought to attach to that petition, but he might remind their Lordships, that a pe- 
tition was presented in 1820 which had given rise to the system of commercial 
policy which had been from that period step by step pursued. In the same way 
he trusted that this petition Ifrom the merchants of London would cause their 
Lordships to sanction a course of policy which would lead to renewed and ex- 
tended commercial policy. 

The adjourned debate was opened by Earl GREY.

SaLe or Poisons By Druacisrs.—An inmate of an Irish lodging- 
house in Stamford called at a druggist’s last week, in alarm ata 
Strange predicament from which himself and two tates had barely 
escaped dreadful consequences. He complained of a painful hot 
Sensation in the stomach, and of a “cankery” taste; also of certain 
Vioient manifestations in other parts that would have been convincing 
of the presence of disease, but for an earnest declaration from him, 
and the statement that his fellow lodgers were affected by the same 
means in precisely the same way. According to the statement of 
the mistress of the house, she had been in the habit of using a large 
quantity of arsenic every year for the destruction of bugs. ‘This 
Season she had dressed seven beds, having succeeded in procuring for 
the purpose a pound and a half of arsenic, a suflicient quantity to kill 
3000 men! She informed her lodgers what she had done; and the 
complaining one, when be came to lie down, very sagaciously ex- 
Pressed an apprehension that it woud hardly be safe ** to lie upon 
that arsenic in a sweating condition,” which all of them happened to 
be in, from having gone a long professional round. Upon the bed 
there was only a sheet betwixt them and the ticking, over which the 
Powder was profusely strewed, and, as the sheet became ruffled, they 
Came in immediate contact with the poison. ‘Ihe two brothers were 
Seriously ill in consequence ; but the worst effect was produced upon 
the third, a married man: one of them, perceiving that the powder 
had gone down his throat, took some butter and brought it back 
again, having beard that was the best antidote. Neither the two 
Women nor their two or three children were affected.

Tur Mancuester Customs Receters. — We understand that the 
receipts of the past month at the Manchester custom house, of duties 


on foreign produce entered here, have been on a ratio which, if 


continued during the next twelve months, would give, as the total 
customs duties of the year, an amount of not Jess than two hundred 
thousand pounds! This is the more remarkable, as, owing to the 
recent abolition of duties on many articles of foreign produce, the 
number of articles paying import duties is very greatly decreased. 
Drysalteries and cotton, which would have contributed a large sum, 
are now free from duty. ‘Then, although large quantities of grain 
are now bonded in Manchester, of course not a single quarter has 
vaid duty, nor is likely to do, until the fate of the Corn Billisknown., 
The large amount of duties referred to, therefore, is accruing from 
wines and spirits, tea and coffee, sugar and tobacco; on which last 
article there is, however, no great amount of duty paid at the Mau- 
chester custom-house. We believe that this amount of customs 
duties, within the first year of the existence of a custom-house, is 
wholly unprecedented in the history of any British port. —Manchester 
Guardian, 


The Woorsonrers’ Barns at Braprorn. = On Thursday last, 
the Woolsorters’ Baths and Gardens, situated at a distance of two 
miles from Bradford, were opened to the public. These gardens 
occupy a space of about eight acres, and contain, besides hot, cold, 
and swimming baths, several fish-ponds, with cottages for rest and 
refreshment, They are tastefully laid out, and planted with vege- 
tables and various shrubs. More than 1200 persons assembled on the 
occasion of the opening, and sat down to tea, during which they were 
addressed by the vicar of Bradford, who warmly congratulated his 
parishioners on the success of their efforts to establish a public place 
for rational amusement and recreation. The most interesting and 
gratifying circumstance relating to these baths and gardens is the 
fact, that their establishment is mainly due to the efforts of the oper- 
ative woolsorters of Bradford, who have, indeed, been partly assisted 
by the contributions of the Queen and of persons of wealth, but who 
have themselyes furnished a large portion of the necessary funds. 

Rossery Ar THE MANCHESTER ATHENZAUM. — On Wednesday 
last, at the Borough Court, a young man of highly respectable ap- 
pearance, named Gustav Albreicht, in the employ of a foreign mer- 
cantile house, in Manchester, was brought before the sitting magis- 
trate under the charge of robbing the Manchester Athenaum of 
books to a very considerable extent. He was committed for trial. 

Tue Crovs, — The abundant, but not excessive, rains of the last 
weck, together with the mild temperature which has prevailed both 
during the day and the night, have given a wonderful impulse to 
vegetation.

is no deficiency in it, at least in this neighbourhood, which is likely 


to be felt at harvest time, if the present fine growing weather should 
Where the plant is 
We are 
not able to speak so favourably of the appearance of the oat crop. As 


oats are, in this neighbourhood, generally grown after grass, the 
young plants have been most unmercifully destroyed by the swarms 


of insects springing from eggs which were deposited amongst the 
grass in the autumn of last year, and which have escaped the usual 
thinning from frost, owing to the mildness of the winter. In many 
fields the oat plant has been as nearly as possible destroyed by these 
smali but most destructive creatures. In some cases the extirpation 
has been so complete, as to compel the farmers to plant beans in the 
stead of oats, and wherever this has been done, and the seed dressed 
with quicklime, the beans are doing well. — Liverpool Times. 
Cuarce or THROWING Virriot,—On Monday, two boys named 


Joseph Snyder and William Ferguson, the former about fourteen 


and the latter twelve years of age, were brought before the magis- 
trates on a charge of throwing vitriol at a young lad named Wood- 
cock. The complainant stated that on Saturday, between one and 
two o’clock in the afternoon, he was running down Campbell Street, 
from Duke Street, when a boy seized hold of him and threw some- 
thing in his eyes, which deprived him of his sight. Another boy 
stated that the prisoner Ferguson held the complainant while the 
other threw the vitriol into his eyes. ‘I’hey had the liquid in a black 
bottle. The complainant was taken into Mr. ‘Taylor's, druggist, 
Cleveland Square, where such remedies were applied as the necessity 
of the case demanded, and he was afterwards removed to his own 
house and attended by a medicai man. Several other witnesses were 
called, but their evidence merely went to show that a quarrel had 
taken place in Campbell Street amongst some boys, without proving 
the connection of the prisoners with tne transaction in question. Dr. 
Marsh, who had been called in to see the complainant, said he found 
that nitric acid, or what was commonly termed aqua fortis, had been 
thrown into one of his eyes, which was much injured. ‘The boys 
denied the charge, and the magistrates ordered the prisoners to be 
remanded in order that further evidence might be produced as to 
their identity.— Lancashire Paper. 

Tur Pustic HeattH.—The very important subject of drainage 
has been brougnt under the especial notice of the authorities of 
Bedford, and they have appointed a committee of inquiry. We 
trust, however, that the commissioners will ‘not stop here, but that, 
remembering they are the recognised guardians of the public health, 
they will direct their attention to all the nuisances that are com- 
plained of in different parts of the town. It is a singular anomaly 
that Bedford, which has the reputation of being so cieau, neverthe- 
less contains sume of the greatest nuisances; and that whilst its fair 
High Sireet commands the admiration of all visitors, some of its 
back streets (and those, too, of modern construction) are badly 
drained, and of a filthy and unwholesome character. ‘There is every 
provision which humanity could devise for the cure of disease, but 
there is a lamentable deficiency of those sanatory regulations which 
tend to the prevention of disease. Some of the small streets have 
frequently pools of stagnant water, and heaps of decomposing vege- 
table matter, and in some parts muck-heaps are allowed to accumu- 
late in small courts.

precedented rate of upwards of thirty years’ purchase. Some ground 
rents belouging to the same estate realised excellent prices, but not 
in the same ratio as the land. 

PREVALENCE OF Fever. = We regret to say that typhus and other 
fevers continue prevalent in various parts of Ashton-under- Lyne, 
more especially where the dwellings are the worst ventilated and con- 
structed in the neighbourhood. We are credibly informed that where 
there is one case of fever in those places where the streets are pro- 
perly sewered, there are ten in the localities named. We understand 
that every possible expedient, so far as regards cleanliness, is being 
adopted to stop the progress of the disease. Many persons appear to 
have found out the advantages of whitewashing and sprinkling with 
chloride of lime. ‘This, however, is not sufficient. We can never 
expect to be freed from contagious complaints until the owners of 
property make their houses fit for human beings to dwell in, — Man- 
chester Guardian. 

Fire AT Wivennor, AND STRANGE CONFESSION oF THE INcEN- 
piary.—On Sunday afternoon last, a barn, in which was a quantity 
of straw, a ton of hay, and a dressing machine, upon the premises of 
Mr. John Smith, miller, maltster, and farmer, at Wivenhoe, was dis- 
covered to be on fire, and in a short time the whole were consumed. 
The family were at church at the time, and suspicion fell upon the 
servant girl, named Mary Ann Mead, about thirteen years of age, 
who, when taken into custody by the police, at once confessed that, 
while reading her Bible while the family were at church, a thought 
came into her mind that she would go and set fire to the barn in 
question, which stood a field off the house. She accordingly took 
some lucifer matches, and went and ignited the straw in the barn, 
and then ran to church to inform her master that the barn was on 
fire.

LAUNCH OF THE SIDON STEAM FRIGATE. 

Commodore Sir Charles Napier has been lost to the House of 
Commons and the world for some time, neither admiralty changes, 
promotions, appointments, ships commissioned and paid off, the re- 
tirement, not even the under manning, and want of blue jackets for 
the fleet, having interest enough to disengage his attention for one 
moment from a work on which his entire self, sleeping or waking, 
has been engaged. Like some other friend of ours, he has been 
building a ship, and with them it is the ship, the whole ship, and 
nothing but the ship. Meet the commodore on shore, the river, or 


any where for the last three months, the “Sidon” has been the 


burden of his song. ‘* Have you seen the Terrible, Sir Charles?” 


asks his friend; ‘* Come and see the Sidon, my dear fellow,” says the 


commodore. Peers and commoners, lords and ladies, the army as 
well as the navy, the soap-boiler and the cotton-spinner, free-traders 
and protectionists —all have been dragged down to Deptford, willing 


or unwilling, to view the bulky proportions of the “ thunder-bearing 
structure,” no matter what odious comparisons suggested themselves ; 


whether a gigantic dredging machine or a floating coal store. The 
premier, with a distinguished party i posse, visited the ship one day 
this week, and in the presence of Lord John Russell, the premier t 


esse, Lord Radstock, and a large company of gallant gentlemen and 


blooming ladies, the Sidon was on Tuesday introduced to her “ native 
element,” the ceremony of naming her having been performed by 
Miss Hill, the daughter of the gallant captain superintendent of 
Deptford Dockyard, and the lovely and accomplished sponsor of at 
least half a dozen such innocent bantlings. In former times it would 
have been termed “a Jaunch,” that being the only way in which a 
ship was removed from where she was built; a process having little 
interest to excite curiosity or admiration since the apparentiy ven- 
turous mode of plunging them from the cradle of the slip has been 
adopted, and which, by the rapid transition from a state of rest to 
active motion, creates surprise and wonder, there being no apparent 
cause of the release of the ship from her durance, when 

Amidst the shout of thousands she descends 

‘To toat supremely on the puddied ‘Thames. 
At what period the invention of building ships on slips, instead of in 
docks, was introduced, may be worth the inquiry of any naval archi- 
tect, and a paper on the subject would be a valuable antiquarian re- 
port for the Koyal Society. 

We now think little of taking a ship out of dock, and nobody comes 
to see the performance. But from the Ducket Papers, No, 9298., in 
the British Museum, in the “ Life of Phineas Pitt, Master Ship- 
wright to King James I. and Charles I. and II,’ we find that, in 
the dock where this ship was built: — “ In the beginning of January, 
1609-10, there were two new ships launched at Depttord for the 
East India Company, whereat his Majesty and the Prince with 
divers lords were present, and feasted with a banquet of sweetmeats 
on board the great ship in the dock, which was called the ‘ Trades 
Increase,’ the other was called the * Peppercorn,’ the names given 
by his Majesty. I did there attend and received publick usage from 
his Majesty, the Prince *, and the lords, The tide was so bad that 
the great ship could not be launched out of the dock, and the smaller, 
which was built upon the wharf, was so ill stroke upon the launching 
way, that she could by no means be put off, which did somewhat 
discontent his Majesty.” The dimensions of the Sidon have beeu 
given in some paper or other at least once a week since she was first 
laid down. Her length between perpendiculars is 210 feet 9 inches 5 
length of keel for tonnage, 185 feet 3 inches; breadth extreme, 37 
feet 0} inch; breadth for tonnage, 36 feet 64 inches; breadth 
moulded, 35 feet 10} inches; depth in hold, 27 fect; burden in tons, 
1315 63-94 old, and 1648 1231-3500 new measurement. Her engines 
of 560-horse power have been constructed by Messrs. Seaward and 
Capel, her plan of propulsion being the paddle wheels. There is 
little doubt that she will carry her intended quantity of coals and 
heavy armament.

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A TRIP DOWN THE THAMES, 

Where shall we embark? The longest range is the best, and so 
we will board the steamer at Westminster Bridge, which bids fair, in 
a short time, to block up the river by its downfall. Now we are off; 
take in at Hungerford, Temple Bar, Blackfriars and London 
Bridges; and very frequently a pretty take in it is, for the boats are 
so crowded that after the “grand squeege” a fat man is enabled to 
double-reef his waistcoat. It is a pleasant trip under the bridges on a 
fine balmy day, the air nicely tempered by a gentle breeze and the 
sky all clear and shining. To those in the merry mood incidents 
may always be picked up to provoke mirth and laughter: il pense- 
roso can easily revive in the memory subjects connected with the 
“silent highway ” of a mournful character; whilst the lover of history 
may have every moment presented to his eye a series(of associations con- 
nected with the olden times, when no embracing arches spanned the 
Thames but the wooden bridge of London, and no subaqueous pas- 
sage rivalled in “ bore” many of the would-be orators in both Houses 
of Parliament. The interval between Whitehall Stairs and Traitor’s 
Gate, at the Tower, might record many a doleful tale of pain, of 
misery, of death; the masked executioner and the headsman’s axe. 
The sight of the superb cathedral of St. Paul's sends back the mind’s 
eye to those days when the temple of Diana once stood upon the 
same spot now occupied by the venerable fane, and the period when 
the predecessor of this last building, the sacred temple was converted 
into aden of thieves. The changes that have occurred since the 
days that the citizens were like eels, and riggled through the mud, 
may be contemplated with admiration and astonishment; and were 
it possible for a Dianesian in dust to collect his ashes and revisit the 
glimpses of the moon, enchantment could have no stronger effect 
than a glance over the splendid boutiques in St. Paul’s Churchyard. 
It is true the spirited times when the conduits ran wine are passed ; 
those were piping periods for the lovers of good cheer and the 
smackers of lips, when the only duty the exhilarating liquid paid to 
the crown, was a “ huzza for the king.” It is still a pleasant and a 
common custom to drink wine, but those who live in foreign countries 
know that it slips down much pleasanter without any customs at all. 

In former days it was almost impossible to shoot London Bridge 
without hitting it, but now they fire both ways and always miss touch- 
ing the mark; so that steam having superseded wherries, saves hun- 
dreds of skulls from being broke. But old London Bridge is non 
est inventus, as the lawyers say; it gave evidence of what it was, and 
was removed from the witness box; nothing remains of the concern 
but the good structure of that fine cock-robin, Sir Christopher Wren, 
that nobody in the present day cares anything about. We can well 
remember it when its gigantic arm was stretched half-way across the 
decaying structure, holding out a huge watch as a signal that it was 
time for it to move on. And doubtless there are many who can re- 
collect the refuges for the destitute afforded by the alcoves on the 
sides of the pathway. Often have we seen the houseless, penniless 
wanderers seeking shelter beneath the covered arches — beings on 
whom no eye beamed with affection — = 
lithographed unfortunates effigied on 
stone. Then there were the ancient 
watchmen, conservators of the peace, 
destined to “ comprehend wagrums ;” 
such lovers of tranquillity that, rather 
than disturb others, they would sleep

men and their widows, offer a snug retreat from the tempests of the 
ocean, as well as from the storms of life. 

But here we are passing the huge Dreadnought, 98, now converted 
into a hospital for the sick and maimed. She fought gallantly at 
Trafalgar, dealing out death and slaughter, but is now more gloriously 
engaged, like the good Samaritan, in offices of mercy. Well, we are 
now close to Greenwich Hospital, the receptacle for shattered frag- 
ments of surviving mortality. An admirable establishment is this, 


Greenwich, and at Blackwall not four miles. Look at the gaunt 
skeletons of ships upon the stocks, grinning defiance at the element 
they are designed to brave. Thereare the noble East India Docks, for- 
merly destined solely for ships in the Company's service, but now not so 
exclusively engaged. The railroad, too—up in the city in ten minutes. 

Onwards to Woolwich, which is soon reached, and here again are 
the royal dockyards and arsenal filled with the implements of war. 
There are fine buildings to be seen in the neighbourhood, and, as we 


themselves = men whose want of huma-

casts who took gratuitous lodgings for 


the night; and sometimes these hoary 


headed guardians would share with them 


their bread and beer, contrary to the sta- 
tute therein provided. A warm imagi- 
nation might find ample scope for rumi- 
nation, but what must have been the 
reality ? 

Well, now we are off again; “ go- 
head” is the cry, and in a few minutes 
we are abreast of Billingsgate, famed 
for all sorts of fish, from the halibut of 
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two hundred-weight down to the peri- 


winkle of an ounce. Here it is possible 
to get a prime skate in the summer, 
flounder at ease, cook flat fish on fa 
Friday, and devil soles at pleasure. This, 
too, was the only place of embarkation 
for Woolwich and Gravesend; and 
though the language used in the loca- 
lity was generally of a demoralising 
character, still parents adhered to the 
rules of their catechism by teaching 
their children the ‘“ vulgar tongue.” 
Rich are the reminiscences of oysters 
and lobsters, all which in perfection may 
now be had in season at the Fish Dining 
House close by the dock, with a pint of delicious sherry to wash them 
down. 

Close at hand stands the original cause of smuggling — we mean 
the Custom House, and it is so situated for the purpose of catching 
much of the loose fish of the waters; we never transacted business 
there, but have been told that, like Billingsgate, it is a dreadful 
place for swearing. 

Now we are off the Tower, and there lies the receiving ship andan 
old sloop of war, converted into a floating chapel for the use of sea- 
men, though we believe it is better attended by people from the 
shore, conveyed off in the receiving ship’s boats, than by blue-jackets 
and tarry hands; it is a sort of holiday to the former, but the latter 
would rather go ashore. The chapel is very neatly fitted up, and no 
doubt the intention is good. In periods of war the receiving ship at 
the Tower was indeed a place of torment — a condemned dungeon for 
impressed men, but now a mere rendezvous for those who like to 
enter the navy; she is commanded by a lieutenant. 

A most instructive and interesting spectacle are the docks, con- 
taining ships destined for all parts of the world; the commercial 
carriers, east, west, north, and south, of English manufactures, and 
the suppliers of foreign produce from every clime. But off we go, 
threading our way amongst coasters and colliers, and Scotch steamers 
to the Thames Tunnel, where, having discharged and received 
freight, we paddle on to Limehouse, and below that we come to the 
open river, where the winds play merrily about the temples, and pro- 
ceeding onwards we respire the pure health-invigorating air with “a 
fresh hand at the bellows,” frequently giving to fever and sickness a 
EE, blow, and strikingly developing the advantages of wholesome 

reath. 

But we must not heave ahead too fast without taking notice of the 
fine old church at Rotherhithe. It is not exactly known at what 
period this structure was first raised; but near the entrance beneath 
the tower is a mural monument representing a ship of the olden 
time under sail, and dedicated to the memory of Captain Wood, who 
died in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, and was most probably a de- 
scendant of the Admiral Sir Andrew Wood. In the churchyard is a 
record to the memory of Prince Lee Boo, whose history most of our 
young friends must have read, and if they have not done so we re- 
commend them to commence it directly. There are curious places 
about Rotherhithe connected with the events of other days. Oliver 
Cromwell had a favourite spot here, latterly the Jamaica Tavern, 
and it was famous for its cherry gardens. 

Below Limehouse we come to the Commercial Docks, formerly 
celebrated for their abominable stench through boiling whale cil. A

But the paddles are once more upon the move, 
and off we go; yet, en passant, we may notice the beautiful school 
attached to the hospital for 800 boys. 


How strangely the river curves — six miles from London Bridge at 
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have given a view of the new marine barracks, so now our artist has 
treasured the memory of the old. Off this place lies the convict ship 
Justitia, in which convicts are secured till they embark for Botany 
Bay, and there are also some wearing out their servitude by working in 
the arsenal. We have given a view of the quarter-deck sacred to the 
governor, who has no very pleasant task to perform considering the 
characters he has to deal with. And now once more ashore — farewell. 
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DERBY ARBORETUM. 


The season of the year has now arrived when this place, always 
eautiful, is seen to the greatest advantage. Many of the trees and 
Shrubs have greatly increased in size, and furnish, by their luxuriant 
Ollage, a delightful shade to those whose leisure enables them to 
avail themselves of the facilities here offered for recreation and 
amusement. A considerable improvement has been effected in the 
adorning of what was formerly an unsightly pond. This has been 
Cleaned, well supplied with water, and surrounded by tufa and other 
Inds of ornaments, which have greatly improved the appearance of 
that part of the garden. The flower garden has been completely 
“town open to the grounds, and the walks around it have been con- 
Siderably widened. We never 
Saw the walks in so good a state, 
Nor, in fact, was there ever a 
time in which the arboretum 
Presented more numerous fea- 
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In compliance with this custom, I generally lifted my cap, much to 
the great comfort of my servants, whose anxiety for my soul’s health 
was considerably alleviated by this display of orthodoxy on my part. 
Turning round, however, on the elevated ridge upon which stands 
the church and convent of Guddis Gorgis, a splendid scene lies before 
the admiring eyes of the traveller. It is a fine day of course in the 
dry season immediately following the rains, when the harvest is 
about to be got in. Where he stands is on the very edge of the table 
land of Abyssinia, elevated some 8000 feet above the leve lof the sea. 
Ankobar, on the same height, is not distant 2 miles beyond. Before 
him falls in a succession of terraces the valley scooped scarp of 35 miles 
long, that descends to the banks of the river Hawash, into which falls 
the excavating tributary of the Gindidbal, or “ tree eating stream,” 


From this dark and dismal apartment, for except between the cre- 
vices of the misformed but massy door of wood, 1 saw no way that 
light or air could be emitted, 1 was taken to a large open room of 
the usual character of Abyssinian houses, except that like all those 
of the larger kind, it was oblong instead of round. This was what was 
called the storehouse, and from the handmills on one side, and the 
festooned ropes of raw meat suspended from the roof, I could see the 
purposes for which it was intended. Here it seemed the women and 
children of the royal prisoners lived; and on enquiry I found that, 
after all, their captivity was made pretty comfortable, for the king 
every great feast day, and in the Greek church there are many in the 
year, did not forget his relations, but sent them oxen and ale with 
which to regale themselves.

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GUANSHO STATE PRISON, 


so called from the ravages its annual floods make in an easily decom- 
posing soil, among the trees of the forest of Affrabine and Krabto. 
Tn this situation the traveller has before him one only of a number 
of other amphitheatrical valleys, that in parallel lines north and 
south excayate the surrounding scarp of the table land of Abyssinia, 
that stands amidst the deserts around like a vast island in a dried-up 
sea. From the church of Guddis Gorgis, which, as I have observed, 
occupies the surmounting centre of a semicircular ridge, embracing 
a large amphitheatrical space, two arms extend, distant from each 
other at their opposite extremes about five miles. The terminal 
point of the most northward is the prison hill of Guansho, whilst the 
other to the southward is a more continuous ridge, and by a singular 
contrasting coincidence is the principal residence assigned for the 
two sons of the present king and their tutor. The intervening valley 
is studded with innumerable little hills and well cultivated terraces, 
which form as it were a series of giant steps from the highlands to 
the plains below. Every hill is surrounded according to its size by 
a number of snugly thatched conical formed houses, over which large 
flat-topped mimosa trees extend convenient shade like huge parasols. 
The hill of Guansho alone presents bare exposed roofs of the dwell- 
ings which occupy its summit, but the repeated circuits of high 
stick enclosures (it would be absurd to call them stockades) make its 
appearance remarkable and still more distinct from the happy homes 
of comfort, which the hill tops of Shoa generally afford to its popu- 
lation. Here, on the 28th of January, 1842, I proceeded to visit the 


Selassee. 


Wallasma Mahomed, governor of Efat and state jailor to Sahale 


Two months previously the king, after his recovery from 
a severe fit of illness, astonished his subjects by the extraordinary de- 
termination to release from captivity his uncles and brethren, con- 
fined, according to the cruel policy of Abyssinia, to perpetual impri- 
sonment, for no other reason but to prevent them from attempting to 
depose the reigning monarch. One of the king of Shoa’s uncles 
who received the benefit of this act of clemency, had been in prison 
for upwards of thirty-three years; another uncle, two cousins, and a 
brother had been in for terms varying from ten to twenty years, five 
persons in all being liberated. When I went one prisoner alone was 
in the charge of the Wallasma. This was a rebel and traitor named 
Leema-negus, and his imprisonment had no relation to other than 
just precaution for the peace and security of the country. 

From the foot of the hill till you find yourseit sitting in the sum- 
mit house of all, one is ascending for about an hour. And, oh! such 
an ascent. I rode a mule, but I would much rather have hired 
the philosopher in Rasselas, provided he had succeeded in his flying 
attempt, to convey me over the difficult and tiresome journey. 
Verily, my poor mule stood panting every five minutes to get fresh 
wind for scrambling over huge stones, and good heart to persevere 
in what almost seemed a rival business to that tiresome job of the 
doomed Sisyphus. J. was too weak, from long illness, even to dis- 
mount above once or twice, and after at length reaching the first 
wicket of the lowest inclosure of all, I was half inclined to make a 
halt of it, and proceed the remaining half of my journey the next 
day. My servant Walderheros, however, would not listen to this. 
His bowels were yearning for the flesh-pots of the Wallasma above, 
and maugre their Mahomedan connection (the governor of Efat 
and nearly all his people are of that faith), Walderheros had no mis- 
givings but that a protrusion of stomach, which he very figuratively 
expressed, would reward us all for our exertions by continuing our 
journey. I thought climbing a Maypole for a leg of mutton was 
a somewhat similar incentive; and no doubt Walderheros, on a 
village green, would have made no bad display as a candidate 
for such gastronomic honours. Having reached the top, and 
been introduced to the Wallasma, whilst something was preparing 
for refreshment, the old gentleman commanded one of his sons 
to escort me over his citadel. Three large enclosures I had 
passed on my way up, each, except the first, having entrance through 
a long room, where several domestics, male and female slaves, 
resided, constituting a kind of guard, very difficult to pass through 
without being observed.

This then, I thought, as Ï reviewed the place, is the architype of 
the scene of the far-famed Rasselas’s adventures. The top of a 
miserable hill is the reality of the happy valley. Dreams do indeed 
go by contraries, and here a pleasing vision resolved itself into a dis- 
agreeable fact. The commonest matter-of-fact existence that the 
most obscure nook of England could produce, presenting more 
sources of agreeable contemplation than the spot where, by the power 
of imagination, Johnson concentrated the discussion and attempted 
practice of the most philosophical schemes for the attainment of 
human happiness. How I could have enjoyed the comparison, had 
it been possible to make it, of the feeling of the oldest prisoner con- 
fined in Guansho, whilst reading to himself Rasselas, with those of 
Johnson, supposed to be visiting the real scene of the delightful story 
he has woven from the rich materials of his genius. Nor did I feel 
disappointed in the least, when I thus found one of my greatest de- 
sires, which was to visit this spot, thus accomplished, and with such 
a result. ‘Though I had enjoyed the mutual luxury of participating 
in the philosophic calm and fanciful enjoyment of life, the pictures 
of which make Rasselas so entertaining; still I felt no displeasure 
at finding everything so opposed to what I had been led to expect. 
My search was after truth, and my experience always brought hap- 
piness, whatever were the risks and pains incurred in the pursuit. 

My last sketch this week is one I took of the only monumental 
erection which can be referred to past time, I remember to have seen 
in Shoa. It is called ‘‘ Ghran-dingi,” i.e. the stone of Mahomed 
Grahn, having been erected to commemorate the farthest advance 
upon the table land of the great Mahomedan conqueror of the Chris- 
tian provinces that formerly existed in the fertile valleys and lowlands 
of the scarp I have before mentioned. The Ghran-dingi stood about 
seven miles,west of Ankobar, ina shallow valley of one of the earliest 
tributaries to the Nile. It was composed of a grey porphyritic stone, 
in which a considerable quantity of potass was contained, and con- 
sequently, like all the surface rock of Aybssinia, subject to ready dis- 
integration. Asan antiquary I felt grieved to see it in a situation 
where it would soon have been covered over by the plough, as one

portion had already rolled into a furrow that had approached near to 
its original site. Walderheros and myself therefore determined to 
raise the larger portion in an upright condition again, and accord- 
ingly leaving my mule to graze, we proceeded to the work; assisted 
by two other persons who were passing by. In an hour we succeeded 
in effecting our wishes, surrounding the base of the new monument 
with stones to protect it from the farther encroachmeni of the plough. 
Whether the “ Ghran-dingi,” however, still confirms tradition and 
illustrates history is hard to say ; for, from the little means at our dis- 
posal to strengthen our work, it held out little promise of being able 
long to withstand the accidents of time and season. As it was after 
the restoration appears in the sketch, and asthe Wallasma Mahomed, 
governor of Efat and Guansho, is a lineal descendant of the hero to 
whose honour it was erected, I selected it as a fitting tale-piece to my

UNITED STATES AND MEXICO. 


WAR DECLARED. 


The Cambria steamer has put a stop to all conjecture as to her 
outward passage, by performing the homeward voyage with her usual 
rapidity, having left Boston on the 16th inst. Captain Judkine 
passed a signal during his progress up channel to the effect that the 
Cambria was the bearer of news of a Declaration of War between 
the United States and Mexico, and that hostilities had commenced. 
This announcement created great excitement in Liverpool. We 
have news of a small party of Americans having been surprised by 
the Mexicans, when anaction ensued, and, according to the accounts, 
about thirteen of the Americans were killed, some few wounded, 
and forty-six taken prisoners. ‘This has resulted in the American 
President issuing a war proclamation and special message. War 
appropriations on a most extensive scale have been made by Con- 
gress. ‘Ten millions of dollars were voted, the regular army to have 
an addition of 7,000 men made to it, and volunteers to be enrolled to 
an increase not exceeding 50,000 men. 
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RecistRaTION OF THE Princess. = Yesterday morning Mr. Le 
Breton, clerk to the guardians of St. Martin's-in-the- Fields, and Mr- 
Leonard, the registrar of that parish, repaired to Buckingham 
Palace for the purpose of registering the birth of the infant Prin- 
cess. Hitherto the royal progeny of her Majesty have been regis- 
tered by the St. George’s officials, and wrongly registered, as the 
parishes divide at the palace, the greater portion of the palace, in- 
cluding the royal apartments, being in St. Martin’s parish, whilst 
the grounds are in that of St. George, Hanover Square. — Globe, 
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ESCAPE OF PRINCE LOUIS BUONAPARTE. 


On Monday last the Prince succeeded in effecting his escape from 
the Fortress of Ham, after a close imprisonment óf some years. 
Having assumed the disguise of a workman, he contrived to elude 
the vigilance of the sentrics; to regain his freedom without any m0- 
Jestation from the battalion of infantry that formed the garrison © 
the castle; and to arrive safely in London, where, we believe, he is at 
this moment. It is well known that for some time past Prince 
Louis has earnestly desired once more to see his aged father, whose 
precarious state of health leaves little hope that his life will be much 
further prolonged. For this purpose he memorialised the King of 
the French for his temporary liberation on parole ; offering his wor 
of honouras security for his return to the chateau of Ham as soon as 
his filial attentions should cease to be required. The prayer of tbis 
memorial was refused; and no other course, therefore, remained t0 
the Prince than the one he has accomplished with such singular g00 
fortune. His object now, as we hear, is to obtain passports without 
delay, in order that he may at once hasten to share the retreat of bis 
father at Florence.

THE DERBY DAY. 


The great event brought to an issue on Wednesday afternoon, taken as a 
betting race, was perhaps one of the least profitable to book-makers that it has 
ever been our task to describe, owing, we conceive, less to the growing import- 
ance of the Spring Handicap than to the heavy losses sustained by some of the 
leading speculators in Capel Court. And if it showed a falling off in the amount 
of money at stake, it until recently presented few of those exciting movements 
amongst the favourites that of yore gave so much importance to the transactions 
at the corner, the only remarkable feature having been the infatuation with 
which, in the face of warnings that, if not given in direct words, were sufficiently 
intelligible to all but the wilfully blind, thousands were lavished vpon animals 
that the published reports of the betting must have told had no earthty chance. 
But if the race lost ** caste ” as a beiting event, it has sustained its supremacy 
with the public. In truth, ‘the enormous extension of Derby Clubs, which are 
now established in almost every house of entertainment in the kingdom, tempe- 
rance hotels not excepted, has diffused an interest among all classes, and thus 
created an inducement to witness the denouement of a race in which their hopes 
and fears had been so deeply involved. The benefit to those interested in the 
success of Epsom Races that resulted from this mania was seen on Wednesday 
ín the immense crowd gathered on the Downs. The hill, the corner, both sices 
of the straight run in, and every spot of the ground that afforded even a glimpse 
of the course, were covered. ‘The splendour and animation of the scene height- 
ened by the beauty of the weather, and the gay colours that met the cye in every 
direction, have never been surpassed. There certain'y was a falling off in the 
number of horsemen, but this might have been ‘expected — the removal of the 
circle or ring on the hill, and the announcement that the betting as well as the 
saddling would be in the vicinity of the Grand Stand, took away the chief in- 
du-ement to equestrians, and thus caused the throng near the winning post to be 
much greater than we have seen on any former occasion. The Stand was the 
centre of attraction to all who proposed to themselves a cool and comfortable 
enjoyment of the racing. The character of its visitors was perhaps less aris- 
tocratic than of old; but a more fashionable display we have never met in this 
spacious, and, as now ordered, most convenient edifice. In mere numbers the 
attendance was unprecedented, and the receipts, we trust, will have satisfied the 
euterprising proprictor that his efforts to elevate the character of the meeting, 
and to consult the convenience of all classes, have been appreciated. The large 
room at the western extremity, with the lawn in front, the latter rendered more 
available for the purpose of business by the erection of a circular railing in the 
centre, was understood to be devoted to the use and behoof of the subscribers at 
*! the c .rner 5” the crush, however, was so great as to lead to a slight suspicion 
that many found their way in whose features would not be recognised at 
‘fattersali’s, whereat the bond fide subscribers grumbled exceedingly. Apart- 
ments were reserved for the use of the Jockey Club and their friends and the 
magistrates, still leaving ample room for Mr. Careless, who, as usual, had the 
care of the retreshments. lhnmense as was the crowd within the Grand Scand, 
the proprietors of the minor ones had no reason to be dissatisfied with their 
share of patronage = they were one and all full to overflowing. In short, not to 
be prolix on features that have been so often described, it was a ** grand day ” in 
the fullest sense of the word. It proved that John Bull has lost none of his 
reli-h for a sport that throws all others into the shade. 

Having treated of matters preliminary to it, we may now bestow our attention 
upon the race itself. T'he start was fixed for half-past two, and the trainers 
having, by permission of Sir G. Heathcote, walked their horses round the large 
paddock contiguous to the “ pull up,” were, on the elevation of a large flag on 
the roof of the stand, conducted to the course, and having been saddled in front, 
and passed the ordeal of criticism before the anxious thousands congregated in 
this vicinity, were, with nearer approximation to the time than is usual on great 
races, cantered round the course to the starting-post. Mr. Hibburd’s efficiency 
as a starter was a guarantec that the affair would come off without a repetition of 
those irritating disappointments which in the “good old times” were the un- 
failing prelude t^ the Derby ; one failure only occurred ; at the second attempt 
the horses quitted the post, and at five minutes before 3 a movement amongst the 
horsemen on the hill, followed by one lung prolonged shout from the Stand, pro-

Sir Edmund jumped off with the lead, Humdrum, Blackie, and a ruck of horses 
fo lowing him for about two hundred yards. Blackie then took up the running, 
att .nded by the Conjuror, Sir Edmund, the Traverser, Joinville, Tragical, 
Grimston, and Spithead, Tom Tulloch, Sting, Iago, Brocardo, and Fancy Boy 
lying in advance of the second ruck, and in the rear, last but one, Sir Tatton 
Sykes. They ran in this order at a good, but far from a ‘superior pace, to the 
commencement of the turn, Sir Tatton there being last but four, and, as some of 
his friends who were stationed there imagined, altogether out of the race. The 
Conjuror here went up to Blackie, and went on with a slight lead until half-way 
between the turn and the road, when both having had enough of it, the running 
was taken up by Grimston, Brocardo, who had_ reached the front rank at the 
turn, taking the second place, Joinville third, Tom Tulloch, Iago, Sting, 
Pyrrhus the First, and Fancy Boy next well up, and Sir Tatton Sykes also 
getting into the first flight in coming round the bend. This order was kept until 
within a distance and a half of home; Grimston then gave way, aud Sir Tatton 
Sykes went in advance, followed by Pyrrhus the First, Brocardo third, and 
Joinville fourth, in which relation they neared the stand. Sir Tatton’s lead then 
began to diminish, and at the centre of the enclosure Sam Day calling upon his 
horse, reached him in the last two or three strides, and won by a neck, beating 
not the horse, but his rider, who was too much exhausted to tinish. Brocardo 
third, about a length from the winner, beating Joinville not more than a head. 
Tom Tulloch, Sting, lago, and Fancy Boy were well up, but so close together, 
that we cannot say decisively which was fifth; our opinion leans towards Tom 
Tulloch. There seems to be no doubt that Sir Tatton Sykes would have won 
had he not laid so much out of his ground in the early part of the race, or had 
Scott been in a condition to make the most of him at the end. Sting, too, lost 
his chance, in consequence of Spithead having crossed him, and obliged Bell to 
pull him back and go round his horses, a circumstance that led to a complaint of 
foul riding against Francis. Fancy Boy was still more unfortunate ; he was 
badly kicked twice before the race, and in coming round the turn was run against 
and almost knocked down ; he was looking well at the time, and notwithstanding 
the loss of ground consequent on the accident, finished respectably. The race 
was run in 2 minutes 55 seconds. 

Previous to starting The Conjuror was objected to on the score of age, and a 
counter objection was made by Mr. E. R. Clark against Tom Tulloch.

Cross. —'l'he bankrupt in this case carried on business as a corn- 
dealer at Greenwich, and now came up for his certificate. Tne debts 
of the bankrupt are about 3500/., but owing to some errors in the 
balance-sheet, a correct statement could not be obtained. The bank- 
rupt underwent a long cross-examination, in the course of which it 
appeared that he had lived at Leeds in a wholesale house, and was 
engaged in purchasing railway shares for the firm in his own name;

To meet some of his demands, he had bor- 
rowed 50.. of Mr. Flight; to meet this he (Mr. Flight) had insured 
his life for 100}. The policy had since been given up to the as- 
signees. As far as he himself was concerned, he had been success- 
ful, but in consequence of his late employer’s failing when the panic 
came on, and as the liabilities stood in his name, he was made a 
bankrupt.

Verdi 
certainly gave no consideration to encores when he wrote this opera, 
for in the solos he taxes the vocal organ to the fullest extent, dwelling 
on the highest notes in the compass often and long. ‘To repeat such 
solos is dreadful and injurious fatigue. The friends of Verdi and 
the opera must be delighted to see such success; but a little consi- 
deration to the wear and tear of the voice would not injure 
that success, and would be as creditable to the audience as beneficial 
to the performer. dn the third act, a violin solo is introduced by the 
composer, which has doubiless been introduced to exhibit some 
favourite violinist. lt divides the interest with Mario in his dying 
moments, and vaunts its brilliant arpeggios in his face. In such a 
situation it is highly objectionable, and nothing but a determination 
on the part of the composer to serve a friend cou!d have induced him 


so to disturb his most pathetic and interesting situation. A row in 
the gallery would not so effectively distract the attention. Our cen- 
sure by no means applies to the executant, Mr. Tolbeque. On one 


occasion we listened to his performance exclusively (wilfully shutting 
our ears to the tender strains of Mario), and were highly delighted 
with the elegant style of his delivery. Tolbeque was the favourite 
pupil of Kreutzer, and is the best representative living of his mas- 
ter’s pure and classical style. We advise all lovers of the violin to 
attend the performance of the Lombardi one evening for the solo 
alone, and for once to forget Mario. The opera goers seem now 
convinced that serious indisposition is suflicient excuse for the non- 
appearance of a first dancer, and all goes on as harmonious as it 
ought to do.

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DREADFUL COLLISION ON THE MERSEY.—GREAT LOSS OF 
LIFE. 
On Monday a dreadful collision took place on the river Mersey 
etween two Irish steamers, the Sea Nymph and the Rambler, 
attended with a melancholy sacrifice of human life. The details of 
the unfortunate occurrence are as follow: — The Sea Nymph, Capt. 
/hompson, an iron steam-boat, plying between Liverpool and 
ewry, left the Clarence Dock for the latter place about ten o'clock 
at night, with about fifty passengers on board. ‘The Rambler, from 
Sligo, also an iron steam-boat, was entering the river at the time, 
With about 250 passengers, and numerous pigs and cattle on board. 
hen opposite the Magazines, about a quarter of a mile from the 
Cheshire shore, the two vessels came into collision, the Sea Nymph 
Striking the Rambler on the larboard bow, cutting away her bulwarks 
and her hull, much below the water-line, forcing her over almost on 
er beam ends, and killing and wounding many of the passengers 
Who were above and below deck in that part of the vessel. ‘The 
Shrieks of the poor creatures were awful. A general panic seized 
the passengers — several jumped overboard, and in attempting to 
Swim to shore were drowned. A blue light, as a signal of distress, 
Was immediately hoisted in the vessel, and the life-boat, under the 
Command of Mr. Evans, was launched, manned, and made for the 
Vessel. Some of the passengers, however, impatient of relief, 
lowered one of the boats: twelve or thirteen men jumped into 
It, but it upset, and they were all drowned with the exception of 
One, who was picked up by the life-boat, clinging to the keel. The 
life -boat made three voyages to the vessel, and nothing could exceed 
the confusion which prevailed each time on its arrival. ‘The pas- 
Sengers, men and women, leaped from a great height into it, and 
Some, falling over the side, were drowned. Of these, one poor 
Woman, with a child in her arms, was particularly noticed ; but all 
attempts to save her life were in vain. The deck being completely 
Covered with pigs and cattle, caused great confusion, and numbers of 
these animals were injured. Some poor children, too, were literally 
trampled to death. The captain, who was standing on the paddle- 
boxes at the time of collision, used his utmost endeavours to inspire 
Confidence and preserve order, but all his exertions were ineffectual. 
ån about ten minutes after the event, the vessel was run aground. 
the Elizabeth, a new Brighton steam ferry-boat, came to her assist- 
ance, and took the remaining passengers, who amounted to upwards 
of one hundred, to Liverpoo', where the wounded were removed 
Without delay to various hospitals. 
l'he Sea Nymph lost its bowsprit, and was otherwise much 
damaged ; but none of those on board, we are happy to learn, sus- 
tained any injury. At the time of the collision, the mate of the 
Rambler jumped on board, and the Sea Nymph immediately put 
back to the Clarence Dock. The occurrence took place at about a 
quarter before eleven o'clock. ‘There was a fresh breeze from the 
N.W. ; the night was fine and clear. It is said that on seeing the 
approach of the Sea Nymph, the alarm was given on board the 
tambier; the bell was rung, and Joud shouts were also given, but 
they had either been disreyarded, or unfortunately misunderstood. 
One poor woman, out of seven children, has only one left; what has 
eccome of the others she cannot tell. Most of the passengers were

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To tHe Apvocatrs or CAPITAL PUNISHMENTS. — GRATUITY FROM 
THE GOveErRNMENT TO Mason.—( From the “ Bradford Observer.” ) 
—The advocates of capital punishment are not hardy enough to re- 
pudiate the humane and rational maxim, that “ better ten guilty 
persons should escape than that one innocent person should suffer.” 
But we would beg them to reflect, that the carrying out of their fa- 
vourite system of punishment has often violated this maxim, and 
must continue to do so. Proof of guilt that appears to be clear and 
convincing may, and sometimes does, lead to wrong conclusions. 
A few years ago Mason would have been hanged! So would the 
other four men of whom he speaks! He, and also these four men, 
were convicted at York a few years ago, upon evidence that satisfied 
both judge and jury. But both judge and jury were mistaken. It 
is impossible to prevent such mistakes, and therefore we reason that 
it is unwise to inflict a punishment that is altogether irremediable. 
In reference to the case of Mason we append the following letter 
from Lord Morpeth, M. P. : — 

London, May 16th, 1846. 

Sir,—Sir James Graham informs me that he cannot direct any commission to 
be instituted in the matters complained of with respect to the case of Joseph 
Macon. The complaint should more properly be addressed the visiting justices 
of York Castle; but now that Mason has been returned to his home, with his 
character completely cleared and acknowledged, I cannot advise any proceedings 
which now might bear the appearance of vindictive character.

Convicts. = The report of Mr. John Capper, the superintendent 
of ships and vessels, employed for the confinement of offenders under 
sentence of transportation, relating to the convict establishments at 
Portsmouth and Woolwich, and at Bermuda and Gibraltar, was 
printed on Wednesday. ‘The only depots at which convicts are now 
employed in England are those at Portsmouth and Woolwich, and 
the number of prisoners in each hulk at those places has been re- 
duced since the last report. The prisoners in each of these depots 
have continued very healthy during the last year, with the exception 
of those received at Woolwich, on account of sickness, old age, or in- 
firmity rendering them unfit to be sent abroad, but many of the pri- 
soners had recovered sufficiently to be sent abroad under their re- 
spective sentences. A considerable addition has been made during 
the past year to the number of prisoners employed at Gibraltar, 
where works of great magnitude are in progress. ‘The prisoners at 
Bermuda have been very healthy, the chief amount of sickness being 
mainly attributable to change of climate, affecting prisoners on their 
first arrival. The principal officers of the Ordnance and Naval De- 
partment at Gibraltar appear to be in every way satisfied with the 
labour performed, and the general demeanour of the convicts. 
Many of the prisoners had been taught the trades of miners, masons, 
and builders, and the governor had stated that the convicts worked 
cheerfully at their tasks; that the engineers pay their civil labourers 
generally seven reals, or 2s. 8d. per day, and the artificers from eight 
to eleven reals, or from 2s. 91d. to 2s. 93d.; and that the work of 
three of these civilians, being generally Spaniards, is not equal to 
the work of two of the convicts, whose pay is only 2d. per diem. 
‘The reports of the chaplains, with the exception of Bermuda, where 
some convicts had escaped, are very satistactory. ‘The Rev. Mr. 
Livesay, of the establishment at Portsmouth, states, “1 feel great 
pleasure in saying that the prisoners under my spiritual charge con- 
tinue, I trust, to derive benefit from my ministerial labours, as more 
particularly evinced by an increased attendance at the Lord’s table; 
that, with few exceptions, the offences committed have been of a 
light character, and that the men are generally well behaved, re- 
spectful, and-orderly.” ‘Ihe expenses of the several establishments 
for the year ending the 31st of December last were 56,397.. 12s. ; 
and the estimated value of the labour performed was 63,408/. 15s. 6d. 

Monument TO Joun Knox.—The members of the Free Church 
have recently been actively engaged in raising subscriptions for the 
erection of a monument to John Knox, on the well-known spot at 
the Nether Bow, where the illustrious Reformer lived and died. 
The monumental structure is to consist of a tower, with two 
churches and two schools in connection therewith. Monday was ap- 
pointed for the laying of the foundation stone, and in order to impart 
to the ceremony all visible solemnity and attraction, three several 
mectings were convened in the course of the day to celebrate the oc- 
casion. ‘The first of these was a meeting for public worship in the 
hall at Canonmills, which was filled by a respectable audience, most 
of whom were ladies. Dr. Candlish preached and conducted the 
service, and Dr. Chalmers delivered an eloquent address on the cha- 
racter of Knox, and the appropriate character of the proposed monu- 
ment to his memory, in the course of which he was loudly applauded. 
About three o'clock the committee of management, resident minis- 
ters, and others, met in the Merchants’ Hall, Hunter Square, from 
whence they proceeded in procession down the High Street to lay 
the foundation stone. Tne procession, which was headed by A. 
Campbell, Esq., of Monzie, Sir J. Forrest, Dr. Candlish, Dr. Mac- 
kellar, and other ministers, was formed three deep. A large con- 
course of people assembled at and in the vicinity of the Bow, to wit- 
ness the interesting proceedings. ‘I'he procession having arrived at 
the site of the monument, Mr. Milroy opened the proceedings by 
giving out the first and last verses of the hundredth psalm. ‘These 
having been sung, and a prayer offered up by the same reverend 
gentleman, Mr. Campbell of Monzie delivered a short address to the 
** friends of the reformation,” in the course of which he said they 
were peculiarly favoured in having the erection of so appropriate a 
monument to John Knox intrusted to them, after the lapse of three 
hundred years, Mr. Campbell then deposited three glasses, which 
contained the history of John Knox, the First Book of Discipline, 
several of the works of the Reformer, a report of the proceedings of 
a meeting held in Edinburgh in reference to the monument, a list of 
the names of those (3788 in number) who had subscribed to its funds, 
and other documents. Mr. Campbell having applied the trowel, 
plumb, and line to the covering stone, and administered to it three 
blows with a mallet, three cheers were given by the assemblage. 
Two verses of a psalm were again sung, and the proceedings con- 
cluded with a prayer by Mr. Noble of the Gaelic Church—Scotsman. 

Penny Apission tro THE Royan Acapemy. =Â ‘Ihe Dublin 
Royal Academy, we believe, made an experiment, last year, of low- 
priced admission, with complete success. If we remember rightly, 
the charge was one penny, and the profits were not less than they had 
been, or were even higher. Fears might be entertained in London 
that so low a charge fur admission might have two ill effects; might 
keep away present visitors, through prejudices against contact with a 
“mixed company; and might directly subtract from the revenue, by 
the admission of numbers at one penny who now pay a shilling. 
Both evils, we believe, could be obviated. Let the prejudices of 
those who dread so “mixed” a company, and who now are in pos- 
session, be indulged, by all means. For that purpose, the example 
of the Free-trade Bazaar in Covent Garden Theatre furnishes a 
very instructive lesson. The charges for admission to that display 
ranged from ten shillings down to one shiiling, and there was a great 
crowd of “ aristocratic” and wealthy visitors at the highest price. 
We should like to see the associations that exhibit pictures follow 
that example. Let them set off against the gold-piece charged in 
the first week of their season, the copper of the last. We venture to 
predict that their revenue weuld gain, Probably, indeed, some who 
now pay the shilling, would wait for the penny time; but how many 
more of the family would go? And would not some, who now go 
only once, go many times ? = People's Journal. 

Borrie-Makinc. = The rapidity with which bottles are made is 
almost incredible. A workman, with the assistance of a gatherer 
and blower, will begin and finish one hundred and twenty dozen of 
quart bottles in ten hours, which averages nearly two and-a-quarter 
per minute, and this is ordinarily done; and in some works the men 
are restricted to two per minute, to prevent the work being slighted. 
It may not be uninteresting to observe the low price at which this 
description of glass can be produced, now that the duty has been re- 
moved. Quart bottles can now be produced at the works at about 
14s. per gross, Each gross weighs two cwt., which is equal to 7s. 
per cwt., or 7/. per ton, for manufactured bottles; if from this we 
deduct, for workmen and other incidental expenses, 2/, per ton, it 
would leave the price of bottle glass 5⁄4 per ton,

Wit.iam Howirr ow THE N1GHT1INGALE. = What various opinions 
have our poets given of the spirit of the nightingale’s song. 1 
might quote Milon, with his “most musical, most melancholy ; ” 
Coleridge, Keats, and others in proof of this; but my space forbids. 
The song of the nightingale is, in fact, full of both joy and sorrow. 
The words of Milton, and the Grecian fable of the origin of the 
nightingale, have impressed the idea of the melancholy of this noble 
bird’s song on the mind of poets. But the general character of its 
song is joyous, rapturous, full of an ecstacy uncontrollable and over- 
flowing. It is like a mountain stream, running and leaping on in 
its beauty and riotous gladness; that is, when the birdisin full power 
and spirit, But ever and anon comes a note of woe and wailing 
that pierces the heart unexpectedly, and goes down to the lowest 
depths with a most jpathetic effect. It is just as if the bird were 
carried on in its song by a sense of resistless present joy, yet in the 
midst of it, ever and anon, came suddenly the sharp sense of past 
sorrow, the memory of some tragic event, that can never be long 
altogether forgotten. While it sings and exults, and seems to feel 
all the felicity of the vernal season, and to express it as no other 
voice can express it, it seems to exclaim — “ Qh, oh, oh! ah, well- 
away! but yet Ï am miserable! but yet that old horror, that woful 
separation, that inextinguishable grief, will eome back again!” In 
another moment it throws itself again into the midst of the present, 
and makes the evening woodland, or the moonlight copse, ring with

Dreavrupt FIRE IN SLATER STREET, Liverroor. — On Sunday 
morning, a dreadful fire broke out at the corner of Slater Street and 
Wood Street, contiguous to the Music Hall, which caused the 
destruction of property to a very large amount. ‘The premises, 
which have now to a great extent been reduced to a heap of ruins, 
were the property ot the late Mr. William Calloway, painter and 
paper-hanging manufacturer, of 26. Brownlow Street, who died a 
few weeks since, and who willed them, we believe, to his widow. 
They were erected five or six years ago on the site of the old Deaf 
and Dumb School and Kye and Ear Institution, and formed alto- 
gether a very spacious and elegant building, extending along Slater 
Street and Wood Street a considerable way, and being tour stories in 
height from the level of the pavement. The shop at the corner was 
occupied by Mr, Calloway. Two adjoining shops in Slater Street 
were tenanted by Mr. John Hunt, a glass lamp-maker, and Mr. John 
Darlington, a wood and ivory turner; and there was a third shop 
also adjoining, which at present was untenanted. Over the whole of 
those shops in Slater Street, and extending back to Mr. J. E. Lee’s 
house, in Wood Street, ran the first floor of the building, which was 
occupied by Mr. W. P. Dreaper, pianoforte-maker, of Bold Street, 
as his show-rooms. ‘he third and also the fourth stories were used 
by Mr. Calloway as paint-rooms. ‘Ihe fire seems to have been first 
discovered in that part of Mr. Calloway’s third story which looks into: 
Slater Street; but so rapidly did it extend, that the whole of the 
upper part of the premises was in a blaze when Mr. Hewitt, with the 
engines and fire brigade, reached the spot, about ten minutes to six 
o'clock. The flames quickly communicated upwards with the fourth 
story and the roof, and downwards also with Mr. Dreaper’s show- 
room; and for some time the conflagration threatened the most 
alarming consequences to the surrounding property. lt was eight 
o'clock betore the fire could be said to be completely subdued, and 
long before that time the entire of the roof had fallen in. Mr. 
Dreaper is at present in Paris, and we understand he is not fully 
insured. Mr. Calloway is insured, but, we believe, not to the exteut 
of damage which the building has sustained, estimated at between 
20002. and 30v0/,

The publication of pictorial newspapers opened up a new era for 
art in England ; not because the engravings given in their columns 
were always designed in the purest spirit, or engraved in the most 
finished style, but because they have given to the great mass of the 
people a taste for the luxury of illustration. These weekly broad- 
sheets have spread themselves over the length and breadth of the 
land, penetrating to the most remote and sequestered localities, and 
wherever they have gone have tended more or less to create a desire 
for similar productions. The most unlettered hawker of books, who 
was for years the only literary caterer to the reading wants of the 
villages of England—who wandered about with his canvass pack, 
and distributed in sixpenny numbers the successive sheets of afamily 
Bible or a “ Pilgrim’s Progress” —the most dull of all these peripa- 
tetic booksellers cannot tell the attractiveness of a picture to the 
multitude. A written description they may not understand, but an 
engraving is always intelligible. The whole story is placed at a 
glance before the mind, and almost without an effort of the brain it 
entertains the idea pourtrayed by the artist. For generations the 
only channel by which this appetite could be supplied was the pack 
of the aforesaid literary bagman, who travelled from village to vil- 
lage, and from door to door, to sell, at a very dear rate, some book 
such as we have described. ln good time the steam press came to 
give us cheap books; and as they were reduced in price, and their 
scope of usefulness was widened, did they prepare the way for what 
was in store. They fed the appetite with solid food until it was 
satisfied. The great body of the people contracted the habit of 
reading; of wanting new books; of seeking a gratification beyond 
those grosser tastes that: had before held them in almost unchal-

lenged bondage ; and as that 
desire was responded to by 
the printing press, the pa- 
late of “the million” be- 
came more fastidious, or, in 
other terms, more educated. 
They desired the luxuries of 
literature as well as its more 
solid pabulum; the type 
must be aided and beautified 
by engravings. Mr. Charles 
night was one of those 
who saw and appreciated 
this want, and the success of 
the “ Penny Magazine” af- 
forded evidence of the sound- 
ness of his judgment; but it 
was not until the topic of the 
hour, whilst yet fresh in its 
vitality, was translated into 
a pictorial shape, that the 
wide-spread want was satis- 
fied.
